American FI 8 fighter goes down on farmland 


A US Navy pilot has died after 
an F18 fighter jet crashed near 
Shippea Hill. 

The plane is believed to be a 
single seater FA-18 Hornet, re¬ 
turning to the US from the UK 
after deployment in the Middle 
East. 

On Wednesday emergency 
services were sent to the scene 
in Redmere, north-east of Ely 
and north-west of Lakenheath, 
on the Cambridgeshire-Suffolk 
border. 

An RAF Lakenheath spokes¬ 
man confirmed the jet had 
gone down four miles from 
RAF Mildenhall in Suffolk.

Cambridgeshire police con¬ 
firmed that the pilot, the only 
crew member on board, had 
died. 

A spokesman said emer¬ 
gency services were sent to the 
scene of the crash on farmland. 

One report said the plane 
failed to rendezvous with a 
fuel tanker before the crash oc¬ 
curred. 


The FA-18 Hornet is a twin- 
engine combat jet, mostly used 
by the US Marine Corps, and 
is believed to have arrived on 
Tuesday. 

Lakenheath is home to the 
USAF 48th Fighter Wing, which 
is assigned to Headquarters 
Air Command Europe and has 
taken part in campaigns in the 
first GulfWar and Kosovo. 

RAF Mildenhall has been a 
UK and US air base since 1934 
and is where the US keeps its 
aerial refuelling aircraft. 

The alarm was raised by 
a member of the public at 
10.30am.

In August, Connecting 
Cambridgeshire said its 
superfast broadband had 
reached more than 83,000 
premises in Cambridge¬ 
shire that would not other¬ 
wise have been able to get 
better broadband.

Council and BT, who are be¬ 
hind the project, said more 
than 480 high-speed fibre 
cabinets had gone live in 
towns and villages across 
the county with many more 
to follow by the end of the 
year, completing the first 
phase of the roll-out. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Councillor Ian Bates, chair¬ 
man of the economy and 
environment committee, 
said: “The importance of 
Connecting Cambridgeshire 
bringing high-speed broad¬ 
band to our communities 
and the value to the local 
economy is clear as the roll¬ 
out progresses. 

“We are committed to 
connecting as many places 


as possible and there is still 
more to do to find the best 
solutions for more challeng¬ 
ing areas.” 

But Mrs Frazer said: “It is 
not acceptable that in some 
areas people have little or no 
access to broadband and I 
have heard from many peo¬ 
ple across my constituency 
who are affected by lack of 
broadband provision. 

“I will be holding a meet¬ 
ing for residents to meet 
with BT, Openreach and 
Connecting Cambridgeshire 
and discuss how to solve the 
issue of many of our villag¬ 
es not being able to access 
broadband.”

MPs welcome 
rail response 


A LETTER has raised MPs’ 
hopes that upgrading the Ely 
North Junction is still a pri¬ 
ority for the Government. 

But they say there is still a 
lot of work to be done until 
the major project is deliv¬ 
ered. 

Transport Secretary Pat¬ 
rick McLoughlin has re¬ 
sponded to a letter sent to 
him last month by MPs, 
council leaders and the 
Greater Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough LEP in which 
concerns were raised about 
the upgrades being further 
delayed. 

In it, he says: “Sir Peter 
Hendy, who has a proven re¬ 
cord of delivering on major 
transport challenges, is the 
new chair of Network Rail, 
and will develop proposals 
for how the rail upgrade pro¬ 
gramme will be carried out. 

“He will report back to me 
in the autumn with his pro¬ 
posals to re-plan the rail in¬ 
vestment portfolio and I will 
update Parliament at that 
time. 

“I do not want to pre-empt 
his findings, but I do recog¬ 
nise the extent of your sup- 
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port and the concern you 
have expressed to ensure 
the upgrade of the Ely North 
Junction continues.” 

Network Rail originally 
hoped to have the junction 
fully upgraded by the end 
of 2017 but in the summer 
it was told to review all of its 
projects planned between 
now and 2019 by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport (DfT), 
raising fears that previously- 
agreed projects could be de¬ 
layed. 

By doubling the junction, 
which is located at Queen 
Adelaide and links London, 
Cambridge, Norwich, Peter¬ 
borough and King’s Lynn, 
campaigners say it could 
generate economic ben¬ 
efits totalling £100 million. 
It would also allow trains 
to run every half hour from 
Cambridge to King’s Lynn 
and Norwich. 

In his letter, Mr McLough¬ 
lin says he has asked DfT 
officials to work with cam¬ 
paigners to maximise the 


potential of rail services in 
the region, including the 
Ely North Junction improve¬ 
ments. 

South East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP Lucy Frazer said: 
“I welcome the Secretary of 
State’s response, recognising 
the importance of rail infra¬ 
structure to Cambridgeshire. 

“There is still more to be 
done to ensure that the Ely 
North Junction upgrade is 
delivered, and I will contin¬ 
ue working with my parlia¬ 
mentary colleagues to keep 
progress on track, as well 
as pressing to ensure the 
doubling of the Soham to Ely 
track.” 

South West Norfolk MP 
Elizabeth Truss said: “This 
junction upgrade will drive 
forward investment and 
provide a massive econom¬ 
ic boost to the region. I am 
pleased that the Transport 
Secretary recognises the 
growth in the East Anglia rail 
network.”

RECYCLING 


Get recycling 
via new website 


A NEW online initiative has 
been launched in a bid to 
get even more people across 
Cambridgeshire recycling. 

The pilot scheme, called 
Revive, gives local residents 
an opportunity to donate 
their unwanted items - as 
well as buy second-hand 
goods - via a dedicated web¬ 
site and on-site “shop”. 

The scheme is being 
trialled at the Witchford 
Household Recycling Cen¬ 
tre by Amey, in its partner¬ 
ship with Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

If successful, Revive, 
which has been developed 
with the support of Amey’s 
parent company Ferrovial 
and the Intelligent Infra¬ 
structure Centre for Innova¬ 
tion (CI3), could be rolled 
out to other centres across 
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Cambridgeshire. 

Tom Coleman, from Amey, 
said: “This is the first time 
we have offered local resi¬ 
dents an online service to 
donate and buy items. Our 
aim is to get people to think 
twice before throwing items 
away which could be given a 
good home elsewhere. 

“We’re trying to make it as 
easy as possible for people 
to reuse and recycle, rather 
than items ending up part of 
household rubbish. 

“We have a dedicated Re¬ 
vive “shop” set up at Witch¬ 
ford, with people able to 
visit in person as well as use 
the website - hopefully en¬ 
suring we give a new lease 


of life to many unwanted 
items.” 

Witchford, along with 
the other eight household 
recycling centres in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, already offers 
residents the opportunity 
to drop off unwanted items, 
which can then be bought 
by other people visiting the 
site. 

However, this is the first 
time that a website has been 
used by Amey and the coun¬ 
cil to showcase the items 
which have been donated 
for reuse, in turn allowing 
residents to reserve them 
via the online site before vis¬ 
iting Witchford to buy them. 

The Revive site also gives 
residents an option to up¬ 
load details of their unwant¬ 
ed items themselves. Visit 
revivemarketplace. com.

‘Too late’ for 
fast food votes 


MORE than 1,000 people 
have signed a petition in 
support of fast food giants 
McDonald’s and KFC coming 
to Ely. 

Local resident Victoria 
Sumpter set up the online 
petition last Thursday and 
within 24 hours, more than 
980 people had signed it. 

She says the restaurants 
are among facilities “desper¬ 
ately needed” in Ely. She add¬ 
ed: “People don’t have to eat 
there! We have other chains 
and these haven’t made Ely 
College students obese. 

“Surely if we educate peo¬ 
ple that these restaurants 
are for treats and teach our 
children about nutrition, this 
won’t be an issue. 

“I don’t want my son to 
have to travel to Cambridge 
along the lethal A10 just to 
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enjoy himself.” 

By Monday afternoon, 
more than 1,150 people had 
supported the petition. 

As reported, both chains 
- and a Hungry Horse res¬ 
taurant - look set to open on 
the new Cineworld complex 
when it is built off the A10, 
and when the Cineworld 
plans were approved in April 
permission was also granted 
for numerous food outlets. 

But Will Law, from Little- 
port, spearheaded an online 
petition last week in a bid to 
stop McDonald’s and KFC 
opening so close to Ely Col¬ 
lege. 

He and the 608 people 
who had signed his petition 


by Monday afternoon insist 
the restaurants should be 
built elsewhere in Ely, further 
away from schools. 

Will met with the district 
council on Monday to dis¬ 
cuss his concerns but the au¬ 
thority says he is too late in 
campaigning. 

Cllr Joshua Schumann, 
chairman of the planning 
committee, said: “Approval 
for the food outlets has al¬ 
ready been given and the 
choice of the companies 
which fill these spaces is en¬ 
tirely in the hands of the de¬ 
veloper. 

“The council does not 
and cannot get involved in 
this selection process and 
we only judge applications 
in terms of use not the pro¬ 
posed operators involved.”

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Governors 
not consulted 

HAD the former board of governors 
at Ely College, on which I served 
from 2005-2015, been consulted 
directly about the proposal to open 
McDonald's and KFC outlets so 
close to the school, we would have 
expressed our reservations. 

We were not consulted though, 
and I would be concerned if the 
council is claiming otherwise. My 
wider concern as a member of the 
Ely community since 2000, and now 
with children at both Ely College 
and St Mary's, relates to an apparent 
willingness on the part of the council 
planners to roll over in the face 
of powerful commercial interests, 
apparently without much thought 
about the impact of certain types of 
development. 

As a society, we are facing a 
diabesity epidemic, particularly 
amongst children. This is not helped 
by short-sighted, commercially- 
driven local planning decisions like 
this. It is my view therefore, that 
the council is being irresponsible 
in allowing these junk-food chains 
to open shop not just so close to 
a school, but also as part of an 
entertainment venue that will 
naturally attract young people from 
across the community and beyond, 
when alternative healthier - maybe 
even locally-run - alternatives should 
have been encouraged. 

Ely can do better than this, surely! 
Let's hope that our planners show 
rather more ambition and foresight 
in relation to who gets the gigs to run 
the food outlets at the neighbouring 
leisure centre. 

Sadly, the most recent architect 
plans for that look significantly less 
exciting than the early vote-attracting 
concept drawings, so my hopes are 
not high!

Find another 
archives venue 

I WAS surprised to read that the 
proposed conversion of the leisure 
facility into a storage building for 
the country's archive was still going 
ahead. 

While I welcome any plan to 
relocate these from their present 
vulnerable location (the basement 
of Shire Hall - something I 
recommended in 1989), I'm at 
a loss to understand how any of 
the professionals involved in the 
proposed move can support the 
choice of new building and location. 

The light-clad structure currently 
occupied by Strikes clearly fails to 
meet any of even the most basic 
requirements in the relevant British 
Standard, BS PD 5454:2012 Guide

for the storage and exhibition of 
archival material. The imminent 
publication of a new European 
Standard for archive buildings (prEN 
16893 Conservation of Cultural 
Heritage - New sites and buildings 
for the storage and use of collections) 
will be even more demanding than 
the existing BS. 

As a loss prevention consultant 
specialising in the protection of 
heritage and historic buildings, 

I'd urge the county to review the 
requirements of the BS and EN 
documents and look for a more 
suitable location. Why, for example, 
do they not look for a listed building 
which is presently endangered and 
whose existence will be guaranteed 
by a new use? There are more than 
a dozen churches in the county on 
Historic England's 'Heritage At Risk 
Register'.

Parr's notable knowledge of pensions 
(Letters, October 15), I fear that he 
has tried again to steer your readers' 
attention from the main matter for 
millions of people who are already 
retired and surviving on not much 
more than the basic state pension. 

Most of these people, having 'paid 
in' appropriately for many years, 
are in receipt of £115.95 per week 
(protected by the so-called 'triple 
lock'). They will continue to receive 
this until they die. 

However, those who retire after 
April 6 next year - and having 'paid 
in' appropriately for many years - will 
receive instead at least £155.25 (also 
protected by the so-called 'triple 
lock'). They will be at least £35 per 
week better off, for as long as they 
live. Those who will not receive at 
least £155.25 per week after next 
April will feel hard done by. They will 
be right to feel hard done by. 

On October 12, Baroness Altmann, 
the recently-ennobled and recently- 
appointed Pensions Minister, 
announced that people already 
retired and surviving on the basic 
state pension could consider paying 
for a 'top-up' for their basic state 
pensions. 

The terms of the 'top-up' offer 
aren't generous. A 77-year-old (like 
me) must 'pay in' a further lump sum 
of £15,625 in order, if he/she lives to, 
say, the age of 90, to get 13 years of 
additional pension at £25 per week 
(or £1,300 a year). The 77-year-old 
(like me) would thus get back a total 
of £16,900. If he/she doesn't live to 
the age of 90, tough. It's no big deal: 
some would say that it's something 
of a con. 

I might add that, for millions of 
retired people surviving on a basic 
state pension, the idea of rustling 
up a lump sum of, say, £1 5,625 in 
order to obtain an additional weekly 
pension is no more than a dream and 
never likely to be fulfilled. 

What is needed is an enhanced 
basic state pension for all, now. Join 
the campaign, Mr Parr!

FOLLOWING a major global 
health milestone last month and in 
recognition of World Polio Day, Ely 
Hereward Rotary Club members are 
asking shoppers in Ely to help in the 
final push in the fight to eradicate 
polio worldwide.

would be only the second human 
disease - after small pox - to be 
completely eradicated worldwide. 

In September the World Health 
Organization declared Africa's last 
polio-endemic country, Nigeria, 
polio-free, leaving only two countries 
which have never stopped the virus - 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

In 1988, when rotary and its 
partners committed to eradicating 
the disease, polio paralyzed more 
than 350,000 children a year in 125 
countries - more than 1,000 every 
day. Since then, the number of polio 


cases has been reduced by 99.9 per 
cent, with less than 50 cases in two 
countries to date in 2015. 

Worldwide, Rotary has so far 
contributed more than US$1.4 billion 
to ending polio, and now all funds 
contributed via rotary are tripled, 
thanks to a 2:1 match by the Bill & 
Melinda Gates Foundation.

City CCTV 
cameras 
back on at 
long last

CCTV cameras in Ely 
and Soham finally 
started working again 
this week - after being 
out of action for about 
two years. 

The news comes 
only days after a police 
officer contacted Ely 
News to highlight the 
fact that the cameras 
had not been working 
and described the situ¬ 
ation as “farcical”. 

The City of Ely Coun¬ 
cil came under scru¬ 
tiny in September last 
year when we revealed 
that “technical issues” 
had arisen with a new 
CCTV system being in¬ 
troduced to cover Ely 
and Soham centres. 

Ely’s mayor, Cllr Lis 
Every, chairman of the 
city council, apologised 
for the issues and at the 
time said: “We can as¬ 
sure our residents that 
we are doing our very 
best to restore the sys¬ 
tem to being fully op¬ 
erational again”. 

In response to the 
police officer’s com¬ 
ments, Ely News con¬ 
tacted the council and 
the police about the is¬ 
sue and, according to a 
Cambridgeshire police 
spokesman yesterday, 
the problems were fi¬ 
nally fixed on Tuesday. 

The officer had told 
the News : “The CCTV 
cameras haven’t been 
working in Ely or So¬ 
ham for around two 
years now and I feel 
that’s something the 
public and local busi¬ 
nesses need to know. 
It’s frustrating for us as 
when crimes in either 
of the town centres are 
reported, there’s no real 
evidence. 

“Criminals are get¬ 
ting away with things 
simply because the 
cameras aren’t work¬ 
ing. If there’s a fight 
outside a pub in Ely or 
a shop in Soham town 
centre is broken into, 
how are we meant to 
catch who’s responsible 
without any CCTV foot¬ 
age? This is the basic 
sort of thing we all pay 
our taxes for. It’s farcical 
and needs to be sorted 
out urgently.” 

On Wednesday, a 
force spokesman said: 


“Technicians have 
been working hard 
to resolve the issue 
regarding the lack of 
CCTV in the Ely and 
Soham areas, and as of 
yesterday, we now have 
a technical solution to 
the problem with CCTV 
cameras back up and 
running.” 

Ownership of the 
35 cameras in Ely and 
Soham was transferred 
from East Cambs Dis¬ 
trict Council to the city 
council in fanuary last 
year, as part of the dis¬ 
trict’s cost-cutting pro¬ 
cedures. 

The district used to 
pay an annual sum of 
£36,415 to help main¬ 
tain them and fund the 
control room where 
they are monitored, at 
Ely Police Station. 

When it voted to 
transfer ownership, 
the district provided 
a one-off payment of 
£56,000 so that the 
cameras could be con¬ 
verted from fibre-optic 
to an updated wire¬ 
less system, which it 
said would make them 
more affordable for the 
city council and Soham 
Town Council, which is 
a member of the CCTV 
partnership. 

But it was during 
that conversion to the 
wireless system that 
the technical issues 
arose, meaning some 
streets were left with 
poor CCTV coverage, or 
none at all. 

Cllr Every told Ely 
News: “Following the 
resolution of major 
and unforeseen tech¬ 
nical problems, we 
have been able to move 
from the limited CCTV 
service that was opera¬ 
tional in Ely and return 
to a full recording sys¬ 
tem which is up and 
running in both Ely and 
Soham. 

“On behalf of all the 
partners involved, we 
apologise sincerely 
for the delay there has 
been in restoring the 
system to being fully 
operational again. We 
are sure that we will 
now have the prize of a 
more effective and cost 
efficient system for the 
future.” 

She says the new sys¬ 
tem will save around 
£140,000 a year.

Charity’s view 
on cybercrime 


MORE needs to be done to 
tackle cybercrime - and to 
support victims of it. 

That is the message from 
the Digital-Trust, a charity 
based in Ely which works to 
support people across the 
UK who have been a victim 
of digital abuse. 

The latest Crime Survey 
of England and Wales shows 
that there were 5.1 million 
incidents of fraud and 2.5 
million cases of computer 
crime, including hacking 
and spreading viruses, last 
year. 

But the Digital-Trust says 
the cybercrime figures are 
just the tip of the iceberg be¬ 
cause they focus on fraud, 
and that other offences such 
as extortion, stalking, re¬ 
venge porn and harassment 
are being overlooked. 

Jennifer Perry, the charity’s 
chief executive, said: “We 
must be careful that focus¬ 
sing on cyber fraud doesn’t 
skew the overall approach to 
victims. 

“If someone loses £1,000

that is upsetting, but when 
someone is a victim of stalk¬ 
ing the impact is greater and 
can be life-threatening. 

“The criminal justice sys¬ 
tem is struggling to know 
what to do with cybercrime. 
The police cyber focus has 
been on child exploitation, 
large corporates that have 
been targeted, and now ter¬ 
rorism. 

“When it comes to cyber¬ 
crimes against individuals 
they often dismiss them. 
This is due to lack of invest¬ 
ment in local forces, lack of 
confidence and often blam¬ 
ing the victim.” 

In the first major study 
into the extent of fraud and 
cybercrime, the Office for 
National Statistics said last 
week research indicated 
there were an estimated 
2.5 million incidents of cy¬ 
bercrime falling under the 
Computer Misuse Act. 


She added: “Addressing 
cybercrime requires users, 
police and industry to work 
together. 

“We have to address the 
amount of data that is be¬ 
ing leaked via social media 
and mobile phones, both of 
which increase risks for all 
users. Victims do, however, 
have a responsibility to help 
themselves. It isn’t the job 
of the police to secure your 
mobile, online accounts or 
computers. It is up to the in¬ 
dividual. 

“There are a number of 
measures that will help a 
victim or prevent a person 
becoming a victim. 

“Our advice can reduce 
harm or even stop abuse 
completely. We also help vic¬ 
tims to gather evidence.”

Jake’s gruelling trek 
tops £5k for charity

ELY man Jake Scott-Paul has raised 
more than £5,000 for a breast can¬ 
cer charity by completing a gruelling 
trek across parts of the Great Wall of 
China. 

The 34-year-old took on a five-day 
50km trek across the world’s most 
famous wall earlier this month with 
other fundraisers and members of 
the pop band Union J. 

The challenge was backed by The 
Sun newspaper, which ran a com¬ 
petition for people to earn a place 
on the trek. Jake’s entry was chosen 
from hundreds of applications. 

Jake, of Kings Avenue, has raised 
£5,100 in sponsorship for the breast 
cancer charity CoppaFeel. 

The group - made up of 24 people 
in total - raised nearly £70,000 for the 
charity by taking part. 

Jake, who runs a marketing firm 
called Soopa Doopa Branding, said: 
“We arrived at Heathrow as 24 stran¬ 
gers and left Beijing as one big fam- 
ily. 

“The group bonded so well and 
Union J kept everyone going with 
their fantastic sense of humour.

George, JJ and Jaymi were constant¬ 
ly at the centre of the group banter, 
bringing smiles to people when tears 
were close. 

“It was tough in parts as there was 
a lot of trekking up and down the side 
of mountains to gain access to the 
wall, and a lot of the wall we trekked 
was unrestored, so pretty dangerous

in parts but everyone helped each 
other to reach the end which was 
emotional. 

“We came, we walked, we battled 
and we completed our challenge. We 
all hope the money we raised helps 
to save even one person’s life from 
this awful disease.” 

Jake was inspired to apply for the 
challenge following the death of 
several family members, including 
grandparents, to cancer, and the 
tragic death of his brother, Joshua, 
who was killed in a moped accident 
in Koh Samui in 2011. 

As reported at the time, he was a 
medical student at the University of 
Notre Dame in Sydney and was also 
a volunteer with a charity dedicated 
to helping young people with dis¬ 
abilities. 

Earlier that year, he was one of 24 
people who walked the Simpson De¬ 
sert, raising more than £1 million for 
young disabled people.

Does swans’ early arrival 
signal a long UK winter?

BEWICK’S swans have started 
arriving at the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust (WWT) centre in 
Welney - adding to speculation 
that the UK is in for a long and 
bitter winter. 

The first two Bewick’s swans 
arived at the centre on October 
13, and since then dozens more 
have flown in for the winter. 

The first whooper swans only 
arrived there the week before and 
the WWT says to have the two 
species arriving within a week of 
one another is very unusual. 

At the WWT’s Slimbridge Wet¬ 
land Centre in Gloucestershire, 
the first Bewick’s swans arrived 
on October 11 - the earliest for 
more than 50 years. 

WWT studies have shown that 
the weather is a major influence 
on when Bewick’s swans migrate 
from Russia, with the wind direc¬ 
tion being a particularly crucial 
factor. 

Unusually cold weather is cur¬ 
rently sweeping parts of Western 
Russia and Eastern Europe. 

Temperatures are 5C to 10C be¬ 
low average. 

The low temperatures, snowfall 
and north easterly winds have en-

couraged Bewick’s swans to press 
on with their westwards migra¬ 
tion through Europe. 

Leigh Marshall, Welney WWT’s 
centre manager, said: “It’s always 
very exciting to see the return of 
the swans in the autumn. 

“We have been eagerly antici¬ 
pating the first Bewick’s swans 
from Arctic Russia. 

“Apparently there’s a Russian 
saying The swan brings snow on 
its bill’, because they tend to move 
just ahead of the cold weather. 

“As anybody that has visited 
WWT Welney in the winter will 
know, the sight and sound of 
thousands of swans filling the 
skies creates memories that last a 
lifetime.” 

WWT Welney’s daily swan feeds 
launch today and are held at 
3.30pm. 

Special floodlit evening feeds 
will also be held throughout the 
winter.

Ask criminals 
why they did it 


ALL East Cambridgeshire 
residents who fall victim to 
crime now have the chance 
to meet those who offended 
against them as part of a re¬ 
launched scheme. 

Restorative Justice (RJ) was 
introduced in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire in April 2011 as a method 
of dealing with low-level 
crime - often young, first¬ 
time offenders. 

This way of dealing with 
a crime, as an alternative to 
formal prosecution, is still 
available to officers and is 
called “community remedy”. 

However, R1 is no longer 
an alternative to prosecu¬ 
tion. It can now be offered to 
victims of any type of crime 
and at any point in the legal 
process, including after sen¬ 
tence. 

RI gives a victim the 
chance to meet an offender

in a controlled and safe en¬ 
vironment, to talk about the 
harm that has been caused 
and to find a way to repair 
that harm. It is completely 
voluntary for both parties. 

RI lets victims have their 
say, allowing them to ask 
questions and is intended to 
help them to move on with 
their lives. 

On the other side it can 
help offenders recognise the 
impact of what they have 
done and allow them to 
make amends. 

RI is an entitlement un¬ 
der the Code of Practice 
for Victims of Crime and is 
managed by the police-led 
Victims’ Hub, which has just 
celebrated its first birthday. 


Detective Chief Inspector 
Dominic Human said: “Re¬ 
storative fustice is part of the 
force’s commitment to put¬ 
ting victims at the heart of 
everything it does. 

“Many victims may feel it is 
not for them but others may 
welcome the opportunity to 
speak to the person who has 
offended against them. 

“Statistics show that 85 per 
cent of victims who partici¬ 
pate in RI feel it is a positive 
experience and are more 
likely to be able to move on, 
while offenders are less likely 
to offend again - so it’s a win- 
win situation. 

“It can be used for any 
crime and at any stage but it 
is entirely the victim’s deci¬ 
sion and the offender must 
accept guilt.”
